fessor Oluf Opsjon, authority on 
Norse history, today continued to 
decipher Runic inscriptions found 
on a huge boulder near here in the 
hope the characters may reveal 
further traces of what he believes 


were the first North American 
Viking explorations. 

Having established to his own 
satisfaction that characters de- 
| ciphered yesterday tell of a con- 
|flict of a band of Norsemen with 
‘Indians in the year 1010 A. D., in 
| which the red men were victorious, 
| (Leif Ericson is supposed to have 
|landed on the New England Coast 
|about 1000 A. D.) | 

The ancient markings are on a 
huge rock 150 feet in circumfer- 
ence, about 26 feet high on a rough 
hillside. The characters are ideo- 
| graphs, each representing a 
|}thought equivalent to several 
| words. oe. 
| They prove, says Professor Ops- 
jon, that the Norse invaders, in- 
cluding 24 men and seven women 
and a baby, were attacked by In- 
dians near the _ rock. Twelve 
Norsemen, one woman and the 
baby were killed and the other 
women taken prisoners. The sur- 
vivors later returned to bury the) 
dead and left the story of the bat- | 
tle. The burial mound is partly | 
visible. It will not be disturbed 
as it is thought it does not contain 
anything of value to historians.

Submarine Went Down 
Last September Off 
Hit by Liner.

ABOARD U. 8. 8. VESTAL OFF 
FISHER’'S ISLAND, N. Y., July 6 
(By Wireless).—All is going well 
with the convoy that is escorting 
the submarine 8-51 on the trip 
from Block Island to Brooklyn 


| Navy Yard, where naval officers 


expect to dock her tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

Buoyed by the huge pontoons 
that wrenched her from the ocean 
bed, the submarine is being 
towed approximately five miles an 
hour through Long Island Sound. 

n arrival at the dock yard, men 
with acetylene torches will burn 
their way into the steel hull to re- 
trieve the bodies of the sailors who 
met death aboard the craft when 
she was sunk by a steamecr.on the 
might of Sept. 25, 1925.

BLOCK ISLAND, R. 
Man's 
forces of nature and the courage 
and persistence of 600 officers and 
men in the United States Navy 
reaped their reward when the sub- 
marine 8-51 was brought to the 
surface and started on her way to 
the New York Navy Yard. 

There she will be penetrated 
from bow to stern and the bodies 
of the 20 or more aatlors will be 
removed and given the burial that 
is their due. : 

Groaning and protesting in every 
inch of her battered steel length, 
the submarine was brought up yes- 
terday afternoon. At 2:06 o'clock 
the stern, buoyed by two 890-ton 
pontoons in adcition to the natur- 
al buoyancy exerted when air was 
forced into the after compart- 
ments, broke the surface of the 
ocean, The rest of the ship came 
up as the ship's bell sounded the 
3 o'clock signal. 

The Navy Department had 
brought up a ship that some ex- 
perts had declared it was impossi- 
ble to lift and it had accomplished 
the greatest individual feat of sub- 
marine engineering ever recorded. 

Raised 150 Feet. 

Never before had a submarine 
been brought to the surface from 
a depth as great, that at which the 
8-51 had rested since the night of 
Sept. 26, 1925, when the liner, City 
City of Rome, sent her crashing 1560 
feet to the bottom carrying 33 of 
her crew of 36 to eternity. 

The first diver went down at 
4:39 a. m. and the last at 16 
o'clock. The latter was William 
Wickwire. 

The salvag’ Workers were ready 
for the order tv “Blow away” at 
noon, When the last divers came 
up they reported that the subma- 
rine was as ready for the actual 
lifting as human hands could make 
it. : 

At 12.17 o'clock Capt. E. J. King, 
commandant of the submarine base 
at New London and officer in 
charge of the salvage operations, 
stepped out on the bridge of the 
diving ship Faicon. Lieut. Hartley 
gave the order that sent the air 
pulsing through 20 lines inte the 
eight pontoons attached to the 
sunken hulk and into the stern 
com partmenfa.

Joseph Stimas, Who Also 
Killed Toluca Policeman, 
Caught After Year’s Search. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 6.—Sought for 
almost a year throughout lilinois 
and adjacent states, Joseph Sti- 
mas, 60 years old, charged with 


slaying the Sheriff and a police- 
man at Toluca, Ill., is under arrest 
in Evanstan. He was captured Sun- 
day evening at Evanston and will 
be returned to Toluca to stand 
trial, 

Stimas, who carried a number 
of large knives, a blackjack and 
several hundred dollars, had been 
‘living in Evanston for some weeks 
and was supposed to be a retired 
farmer. He is charged with shoot- 
ing to death Sheriff Orville L. 
Litchfield and John Leonard, 
Night Chief of Police, when they 
entered his home to arrest him on 
complaint of his wife. 

“It was about dusk when they 

came after me,” he was quoted as 
having told the police. “One of 
them came in the front door and 
another in through the back. They 
shot first.” 
Stimas told of fleeing from the 
house and hiding in a corn field 
‘and of aiming his gun at an air- 
plane, used in searching for him, 
‘but the cartridge failed to explode. 
‘The fugitive said he had spent 
many hours of every night the last 
two weeks spying upon the home 
of relatives in Evanston, in. hope 
of getting a glimpse of his wife. 

After his escape from Toluca, 
Stimas said, he fled to Minneapo- 
lis and was treated for a wound 
received some time ago in a mine 
blast. Then he journeyed to Evan- 
ston to look for his wife, who had 
gone there shortly after the Toluca 
killings. 

Mrs. Stimas was living with a 
daughter, Mrs. Robert S. Dewey, 
and when police learned Stimas 
was reported bound for Evanston, 
she left. She latelv returned. 

The capture of the man is un- 
derstood to have followed discov- 
ery of him on the street by rela- 
tives, who reported his presence 
to police. At the hotel where Sti- 
mas Was living he was accepted as 
rather wealthy.

FIRST TWO PERFORMANCES OF 
MISSOURI PACIFIC PAGEANT 


Epochs of Transportation in Middle West Are 
Shown on Large Stage on Francis Field 
at Washington U. 


St. Louls views outdoor commu- 
nity entertainment with an eye 
grown discriminating through ex- 
perienced years. Strung upon its 
recollection are many bright beads. 
Comes now “Service—A Pageant Of 
Progress,’ being given upon Fran- 
cis Field at Washington University. 
by the Missouri Pacific Railroad to 
append a fresh new luster. 

Two audiences of approximately 
10,000 each so far have viewed 
and acclaimed it—first, for his. 
toric exactitude and genuine in- 
terest; second, for a gleaming, 
fantasy of entrancing color and 
expert performance with which it 
is concluded. The pageant opened 
Sunday night and will end next 
Sunday. No admission is charged. 

The large stage is set at the 
north side of the athletic field fa- 
cing the tiers of permanent seats 
at the south side. Between are 
several thousand chairs, increasing 
the seating capacity to approxi- 
mately 25,000. The first audiences 
have divided their patronage 
equally between the two. What- 
ever is said is audible throughout 
the bowl by reason of a system of 
amplifiers. 

Exceptional Dlumination. 

The stage is flanked for nearly 
100 yards on either side by tower- 
ing, tapering evergreen trees— 
the tallest more than 50 feet high. 
Trees form the background around 
a cavernous entrance, and also 
border .the wings. The whole is 
lighted by batteries of as great 
candle-power and effectiveness as 
form the permanent equipment of 
the Forest Park and Garden the- 
aters. 

The pageant is divided into two 
parts. The first is composed of 12 
scenes knit together by a reader, 
perched aloft at one side and in 
front of the stage, who declaims 
the historical incidents to be por- 
trayed upon the stage. This de- 
vice serves also to eliminate walts, 
makng the performance contin- 
uous. The first half depicts events 
with realism; the gecond presents 
the modern results of rapid inter- 
communication allegorically in 
dances. 

Employes Participate. 

The pageant is participated in by 
several hundred persons upon the 
stage, by a chorus of 160, by an >r- 
chestra of 80, picked from employe 
bands in various cities and towns 
upon the railroad’s lines, and a 
Mexican band of 38 pieces. It is 
declared that all are employes of 
the Missouri Pacific. 

The first episode is the arrival 
of Spanish exlorers in the vicinity 
of St. Louis and their meeting with 
the Indians. The second shows 
the beginnings of transportation— 
the arrival of the steamboat at the 
small village, the stage coach—an 
authentic coach, not copied from 
the English tallyho, but an unpic- 
turesque vehicle which saw actual 
service and now is the property of 
the City of Pittsburg, Kan.—the 
prairie schooner and not the mo- 
tion picture type, but the drab- 
covered wagon of the financially 
poor emigrant—and the pony ex- 
press. 

Skeptical of Prophecies. 

The beginnings of the railroad 
first are shown a scene showing 
the convention in Sst. Louis at 
which United States Senator Thom- 
as H. Benton delivered his resonant 
demand for the building of a rail- 
road west from St. Louis at the ex- 
pense of the national Government. 

The speech is delivered in the 
scene. However convinc'ng its ora- 
tory, there was no fruition for five 
years. Then it was not through 
Federal aid, but upon the initiative 
of wealthy private citizens of St. 
Louis, led by Thomas Allen. 

This episode has a haunting mod- 
ern flavor in its appeal by Allen 
for citizens to forget their differ- 
ences and put their shoulders t6 
the wheeh Allen’s prophecies fell 
upon the ears Of the citizens in 
those days with much the same un- 
belief that might greet * 
speech tomorrow in City Hall 
Park. to raise funds for the 
building of a station for the 
wireless ‘ransportation of electric 
power or the building of a fleet of 
airplines to make 48-hour delivery 
to the Pacific Coast. Allen prom- 
ised that a train would go between 
the east and west borders of the 
State with'n the rising and setting 
of the sun. 

Coming of t Train. 
The ceremonies of the turning

of the first spadéful of earth near 
St. Louis for the beginning of the 
Pacific Railroad, the first .west of 
the Mississippi, made an inspirng 
Scene in the pageant. The “whole 
There was a 
parade—and every detail is repro- 
duced upon the stage—lead by a 
band, followed by the famous St. 
Louis Grays, the drill company of 
soldiers attired like West Point 
cadets; the volunteer: fire depart- 
ment in red shirts drawing a hose 
reel; the Mayor, Allen and speak- 
ers of the day riding in an open 
barauche—a long line of citizens. 
The speeches are delivered as re- 
corded in newspapers of the day 
fand the Mayor turns the first 
spadeful, as Allen exclaims: “May 
this spade never grow rusty until 
burnished in the golden sands of 
the Pacific.” 

The scale of the spectacle ascends 
still higher in the next episode— 
the coming of the first train from 
the West to the city—not very 
far west, it is true, only Jefferson 
City and it took 14 years to reach 
the west boundary of the $tate— 
but it was a day of high excite- 
ment in old St. Louis. 

- “Oourt” of Transportation. 

It was a moment of excitement 
for the spectators of today also, 
for the old train that first traveled 
those rails had been reproduced in 
size—a wood-burning locomotive 
and a solitary coach. The accurate 
fidelity of the pageant is here em- 
phasized. The engine comes on 
under its own steam and the smoke 
that issues from the funny funner 
of the engine is wood smoke. 

The fantasy which follows the 
historical portion of the saieaiite 
called “the Court of Transporta- 
tion.”” At the background is a huge 
silvered railroad wheel which slow- 
ly and unceasingly revolves. 

At the left is a lofty throne for 
Uncle Sam and at the right a siml- 
lar high perch for Columbia. Ina 
semicircle between them are 
thrones for the various states 
touched by the present-day rail- 
road. Each, state is represented 
by some figure attended by a court 
of varying size. 


St. Louis is represented by the 
conventional mailed knight and 
Kansas City by a young woman 
garbed to suggest “the heart of 
America.’ First comes Kansas, the 
wheat state, carrying sheaves and, 
with four attendants costumed as 
the golden harvest. 

Nebraska Corn Ballet. 

Nebraska brings in her wake, a 
ballet of 30 simulating in their 
dress huge ears of corn with corn 
tassels. One of the bright spots is 
the grouping of this ballet tnto a 
waving corn field and the meaning 
dance of the planting. growing 
tossing and final gathering into 
shocks. 


Illinois is Queen Coal, with a re- 
splendent train of glittering rhine- 
stonés. Louisiana comes as King 
Timber attended by two groups of 
Mardi Gras harlequins, each of 
which performs an _ exuberant, 
rapid-tempo dance. 

Arkansas makes the hit of the 
performance, with its band of 
dancing pickaninnies and its Negro 
male quartet, who likely will re- 
main as great favorites when the 
pageant has gone. They sang 
Southern melodies to which thes 
added modern jazz. 

Surprising Finale. 

Texas is mounted cowboys who 
put their horses gravely through 
evolutions of homage to Uncle Sam 
and Columbia and a band of cow- 
girls, who move in intricate drill 
formations. ‘ 

Mexico is represented by the 
band of Mexican employes of the 
railroad from Kingston, Tex., on 
the border and who lead and play 
for senors and senoritas in Spanish 
ensemble, duo and solo dances. 

The finale is a surprise. It 4s 
a motion picture of the head-on 
approach of the road’s crack train, 
the Sunshine Special. Just as the 
engine seems about to tear into the 
audience, the screen is rent asun- 
der and there clangs out onto the 
stage, its glaring headlight piercing 
the dark, a replica of the great 
Mallet locomotives that carry 
modern trains over mountains. 

Joseph Solari, as director, thus 
adds another sterling accomplish- 
ment to his list. Marguerite Breon 
created the expensive lavish and 
original costumes. The dances were 


arranged by Adeline RottL

Reouf Bey is said to be in Buda- 
pest at present. The Daily Ex- 
press believes that the Princess 
Chievekiar is the same one who 
sued her husband, Capt. Selyom 
Bey, for divorce, naming Princess 
Chakir, the former Mrs. Sidi Wirt 
Spreckels of San Francisco, as co- 
respondent. : 


The Princess Chakir, born on a 
Kansas farm, was the divorced wife 
of John D. Spreckels Jr., San I’ran- 
cisco millionaire, when she mar- 
ried Prince Suad Chakir. In Jan- 
uary, 1925, Princess Chievekiar 
sued Capt. Selyom for a divorce, 
charging that he and the American 
woman had gone for a long moon- 
light boat ride together on the 
Bosphorous at Constantinople. 

Princess Chakir replied with a 
counter-suit in the Constantinople 
courts, asking 30,000 Turkish 
pounds (about $140,000) damages 
for slander, but the counter-suit 
never came to trial. It was ex-; 
plained that the yachting trip was 
made at the American woman’s re- 
quest because her husband had 
asked his friend, Capt. Selyom, to 
amuse his wife during the Prince’s 
absence. 


FIRST WORLD CONFERENCE 
ON NARCOTIC EDUCATION

PHILADELPHIA, July 6.—Plans 
for an international campaign to 
break up the sale and use of habit- 
forming drugs were carried forward 
today by delegates to the first 
world conference on narcotic edu- 
cation. 

Capt. Richmond P. Hobson, 
president of the International Nar- 
cotic Education Association, is ac- 
tive at the conference, and is its 
newly elected general secretary. 
United States Senator McKinley of 
Illinois yesterday was elected presi- 
dent. The four vice presidents are 
United States Senators Copeland 
of New York, Gillett of Massachu- 
setts, and Representatives Tilson of 
Connecticut and Burton of Ohio. 
Dr. Clarence J. Owens of Washing- 
ton, D. C., is director general. 

A feature yesterday was the pre. 
sentation of a report issued by the 
Treasifry Department and  pre- 
pared by a special committee chos- 
en to investigate the traffic in nar- 
cotic drugs. The report, Hobson 
said, was suppressed by order of a 
department subordinate, but later 
Vrinted. With the suppression of 
the report, Hobson said, a docu- 
ment was put out which stated, in 
effect, that there was no narcotic 
problem to consider.

To the Deiter of ** Post-Dispatch, 
OUR editorial of July 2 entitled, “U. 
R. Employes’ Future” was read with 
great interest. I agree with its contents 
with the exception of the last para- 
graph. 

The employe of a street railway Ooc- 
cupies a different position than an em- 
ploye of a purely private corporation. 
The general public is vitally interested 
in his capacity for his position. If he 
is required to work day after day with- 
out a rest period being assured him, his 
capacity for managing his car is re- 
duced, and accidents are likely to oc- 
cur in which many of the public will 
be injured and killed during the year. 
One-man street cars’ with all their mod- 
ern safety appliances will have the same 
effect when operated in congested dis- 
tricts where the operator of the car 
has all he can do to watch the traffic to 
avoid accidents without ,also giving some 


attention to his passengers, as he would 
be required to do. -His own safety and 


that of bis passengers ts involved. 


The public is vitally interested in con-/ 
tinuous uninterrupted service. So are 
the employes. Therefore, when they 
ask the city to insert in the proposed 
franchise a-provision to the effect that 
alt disputes shall be submitted to arbi- 
tration, ts it not a wise provision in or- 
der to insure uninterrupted service? 

It might Interest you to know that 
since the employes have organized their 
union they have been able to obtain 
living wages which they. did not receive 
before. This has resulted in reducing 
the labor turnover from 40 per cent a 
year to 13 per cent a year. Consequent- 
ly the men remain longer in the service 
and become much more efficient in every 
department of their work. As a result 
the number of deaths caused by street 
ears has been reduced from an average 
of about 38 per year to an average of 
about 14 per year, while the number of 
other less serious accidents to persons 
and property has been reduced to an 
astonishing extent, thereby saving the 
company much money and protecting 
the public. 

It required the employes’ organiza- 
tion to bring the management to the 
realization of the fact that when the 
men recefe a living wage, they are able 
to continue In the employment, become 
efficient, be happy in their work. and. 
take pride it it. The above mentioned 
splendid results followed.

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MR. HAWES AT EXCELSIOR. 

In opening his campaign at Excelsior Springs Sat- 
urday for the Democratic nomination for United 
States Senator Congressman Hawes was well aware 
that his speech would be compared with that made 
by Senator Williams, the Republican candidate, @ 
week before at California. 

That comparison will focus on the respective utter- 
ances of the opponents on prohibition. Senator Wil-' 
liams tried to straddle the question. He presented 
himself as without convictions. He was ready, he 
said, to be wet or dry, according to the judgment of 
the people of Missouri. He confessed that at the out 
set he was opposed to prohibition, but now that he {s 
a candidate for office he will gladly align himself 
with the side that has the most votes. 

Mr. Hawes scored such evasion deservedly. He 
stated his position candidly and clearly. He believes 
the Volstead act should be modified, within the mean- 
ing of the Constitution. Like everybody else, he is 
opposed to the return of the saloon, but he proposes 
that the Volstead restrictions be liberalized in the 
joint interest of law enforcement and voluntagy law 
obedience. That is his position, and that is as far 
as the country can legally go as long as the eight- 
eenth amendment remains in the Constitution. 

In discussing farm conditions Mr. Hawes said: 
“Frankly, I have reached that stage where I would 
rather make a mistake in his (the farmer’s) favor 
than one against his interest.” He acknowledged 
he had been criticised for insisting that the farmer 
must be given “immediate consideration,” but the 
statistics he quoted as to the plight of agriculture in 
Missouri vindicates that position. The problem of 
the farmer—a problem of “threatened insolvency”— 
cannot be dodged. 

“The farmer has been beset on every side,” sald 
Mr. Hawes. “He buys in a highly protected market. 
He sells in a world market without protection.” How 
can that situation be relieved? Clearly there is one 
sound, logical method of rejiet. Reduce the tariff. 
As the tariff now operates the farmer is marooned 
economically. He bears the burdens of the tariff 
levies and has no share in its awards. Mr. Hawes 
advocates reduction of the tariff in order that the 
farmer can have a squate deal. He also urges the 
immediate repeal of burdensome war taxes. 

The problem of transportation, he insisted, must be 
solved in order to restore the old buying power of 
the dollar. Its solution, he argued, can be obtained 
by utilizing all our transportation facilities—the rail- 
roads, the rivers and the highways. By such unifi- 
cation can we have cheaper and adequate transpor- 
tation. But we must have improved rivers in the 
Mississippi Valley before such a transportation sys- 
tem is possible, and in this vital matter of river im- 
provement the Middle West, he said, has been dis- 
criminated against by the Federal Government, in- 
spired and controlled as it is by the “New England 
mind.” 

There will be no intelligent dissent from Mr. 
Hawes’ assertion that centralization of power in the 
Federal Government is a momentous question. Lead- 
ers of all parties are agreed as to that. Neverthe 
less, we continue to vest new powers in Washington 
by the creation of new bureaus and entrench powers 
already granted by expanding their scope and 
authority. Mr. Hawes very properly discussed this 
subject at length. He even forecast the evolution of | 
this present paternalistic trend in these words: 

Then we will have a movement for a national 
constabulary of police, with a national Chief of 
Police appointed by the President, who will di- 
rect and control the Constables, Sheriffs and

The Preparatory Disarmament Commission is limp 
ing along to its futile finish. Its proceedings have 
shown the enormous difficulties in the way of any 
thing approaching an agreement for general reduc 
tion of military strength at this time. Indeed, there 


that the meat supply of a nation must be 
included in the category. Such a contention may at 
first blush seem bizarre, but as a matter of fact the 
food resources of a nation, as the World War demon- 
strated, is an essential factor in a nation’s capacity 
for carrying on a war. 

No disarmament agreement, however, can be de 
vised to cover the minutiae of economic assets. A 
practical agreement must restrict itself to the items 
of accepted military character, such as arms, arma- 
ment and personnel. But even under that head there 
is bitter conflict of opinion. One faction is insisting’ 
that navies should be compared on the basis of total 
tonnage, while another stands out for comparison 
by various classes of ships. 

The United States is the latest conferee to throw 
sand into the commission's machinery. The American 
delegate declared we should never agree to let an 
international body supervise our armaments, nor 
permit inspection by any foreign agency or indi- 
viduals. 

Our public opinion probably will approve that 
position. We claim to be an honorable nation and 
will Ifve up to any agreement wé make both in letter 
and spirit. We don’t have to be watched. Unfor- 
tunately no such moral standard has heretofore 
obtained among nations. We were not always so 
chaste ourselves. It was an American who cynically 
and wittily defined diplomacy as an opportunity to 
lie for one’s country. But scrupulously honorable as 
we may be, would we resent the proposal of period- 


ical inspection by an international commission if our 


country were situated in the elbow-pressing conges- 
tion of Europe? Without parading our own virtue or 
impugning that of any other country would we not 
consider it a matter of prudence, if we entered into 
an armament reduction pact, to employ an impartial 
examining board to gee to it that our neighbors 
were keeping their word as faithfully as we? 


Apparently the world is not yet ready for systematic | 
and equitable disarmament. Distrust still camps on 
either side of international boundaries. But at least | 
we have got to the point where we can discuss such | 


a pact. That in itself is progress.

THE NEW COUNTRY ROADS. 

There will, we may hope, always be some of the 
old-fashioned country roads and lanes, shady with 
trees, sometimes with green hedges, and grassy sides 
where it was a pleasure te wander and find unexpect- 
ed bits of wi'd nature. 

But the automobile has made the new highways 
almost tmpossible for the pedestrian. There is dan- 
ger such as was never before dreamed of. Recogniz- 
ing this, the New York State Highway Commissioner 
has suggested the building of a sidewalk 17 miles 
in length, between Albany and Schenectady, from 
city line to city line. So many persons have been 
hurt or killed walking on this stretch of road that 
the sidewalk is needed. And they will walk, to visit 
neighbors, because each year sees more and more 
houses built along the highway, over which thou- 
sands of automobiles pass daily. 

The Missouri State Highway Department is not 
going to stop with the mere building of good roads. 
It will sow grass along each side of the right of way, 
not only to beautify it, but as a protection, to prevent 
washouts by heavy rains. We have not come to the 
idea of sidewalks yet. But undoubtedly we shall 
have to. And with this improvement and grassy 
rights of way, pedestrianism will be greatly en- 
couraged. 
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ST. LOUIS IN SUMMER. 

A respect in which St. Louis is unique in summer 
is fast winning national acclaim. Where we were 
once infamous for heat we have become famous for 
summer entertainment. More than one city looks 
with wonder and envy upon our municipal opera, 
which enjoys a surplus, and our Garden Theater, 
where the plays are not merely excellent and in the 
best traditions of the drama, but moreover enjoy a 
setting charming of itself.

And it was 
cruel irony that invited the people to keep cool with 
Coolidge as he swung a pitchfork beside the hay- 
wagon to the tune of clicking cameras. 

This summer his vacation Is to be different, and 
perhaps we shall hear droll fish stories from the 
White House spokesman who may tell us what the 
President said to a muskellunge that became ifrrecon- 
cilable. The ubiquitous reporters and photographers 
will be on hand, of course, but no doubt they will 
reveal true fisherman appreciation of the President’s 
dexterity with rod and reel. We may hope they will 
not swarm too close but will give him a chance to 
handle the fish that clamor for the sensation of tast- 
ing his bait. 

What a life it must be to go fishing with all the 
world looking at one’s technique, noting one’s excia- 
mations and watching one’s emotions of delight, cha- 
grin, impatience and all that sort of thing. Yet they 
call it the President's vacation. It must be like the 
editor's “easy chair.”

Sir: Your always interesting contributer, 
Abou Ben Adhem, recently cited a sensible 
thirteenth century decree of Louis IX of 
France for the regulation of tap-rooms and 
the promotion of temperance. Havelock 
Ellis probably exaggerated somewhat when 
he declared the century of Dante “perhaps 
the most interesting since Christ,” but 
nevertheless, those sturdy old chaps of the 
romantic but stirring days of “Aucassin 
and Nicolette” certainly had some very ef- 
fective ways of accomplishing a variety of 
things, even if “Do It Now” and “Safety 
First” signs were unknown to them. Though 
the filth of open sewers flowed through 
their streets, and under the very windows 
of their homes, some mighty sane thinking 
coursed through their active brains. They 
approached and solved many of their prob- 
lermg in a spirit of fairness of which we of 


- today seem as incapable as we are of build- 


ing churches like their Gothic cathedrals. 
Prohibition, such as we have inconsiderate- 
ly burdened ourselves with, is something 
they would have ridiculed as ah almost in- 
conceivable absurdity. It would have been 
recognized and denounced by them as what 
it really is—the officious attempt of intru- 
sive fanaticism to dragoon the legitimately 
free and play-loving spirit of human na- 
ture into unnaturally restricted ways. True 
enough, they were sufficiently plagued by 
their own prevalent fanaticisms, but hideous 
as some of these were, they did not descend 
to the pettiness in which those of our own 
day revel. 

Prohibition has assumed, with us, an air 
of respectability altogether incommensurate 
wth its real merits. As Hoffman Nickerson 
so well shows, in his “Epilogue on Prohibi- 
tion” to his striking work on the Inquisi- 
tion, it BP nothing more nor less than a 
modern ‘recrudescence of that spirit of in- 
tolerance which produced and encouraged 
the activities of Torquemada and his asso- 
ciliates. The fact that men and women of 
prominence, and of undeniably good mo- 
tives, have become leaders of the movre- 
ment, counts for nothing in itg favor, for, 
as Guizot truthfully says, “Of all human 
errors, those most in vogue are the most 
dangerous, for they are precisely those from 
which the most superior minds have the 
greatest difficulty in themselves. 
It is impossible to see, without horror, inte 
what aberrations of reason and Moral sense

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SCIENCE TACKLES SEASICKNESS 


The Main Troable Is Your Inner Ear—At the 
Same Time It Is Well to Avoid Filling Up 
With’ Sweet Jank and to Spend Most ot 


Your Time on Deck 


EOPLE laugh at you if you 

have it, yet shudder at the 

thought of getting it them- 
selves. It will never kill you, yet 
there are other things with fatal 
possibilities that you might prefer. 
There are more remedies for it 
that won't. work than there are for 
anything else known to man. And 
though its causes are far simpler 
than most ailments, few people un- 
derstand them. 

“It,” of course, refers to sea- 
sickness. Its mysteries, however, 
need no longer remain such to the 
intending tourist. 

Dr. P. H. Desnoes, port medical 
officer of the United Fruit Co., has 
published in the Journal of the 


‘American Medical Association an 


explanation of mal de mer, an ex- 
planation based on careful re- 
search in medical literature, on 
personal observation and on re- 
ports of ships’ doctors who have 
had a decade or more of exper- 
ience on the sea. 

The five main causes of seasick- 
ness and what the doctor can do 
to help the victim are set forth 
in clarity. The landlubber’s la- 
ment need no longer be couched 
in terms of superstition and neigh- 
borly advice. He*who rolls may 
read. 


HE main cause of seasickness, 
T 20: those who can pride them- 
selves on being normally heal- 
thy adults, is a well-developed in- 
ner ear. Infants are immune from 


seasickness because the inner ear, 
with its delicate balancing appa- 
ratus, is not fully developed. Deaf 
mutes, it has been noted, likewis® 
never suffer any sea voyage dis- 
comfort. Paradoxically enough, 
good physical development in this 
part of the body helps produce ill- 
ness in other parts. 

Seasickness usually leaves no 
room in the mind for scientific re- 
flection. Nevertheless it would be 
interesting ior the victim to visual- 
ize what goes on inside his ear 
when the ship begins to heave and 
pitch and heave again. 

In the inner ear are two tiny 
cells, and from their walls spring 
fine hairs, immersed in a sticky 
fluid called endolymph. Minute 
crystals of calcium carbonate are 
likewise suspended in this liquid. 
When our body moves up or down, 


with a fluid which gives us notice 
of any angular movement. 
OW, ordinarily these direction 
finders work well enough. 
Nerves connect them with im- 


when the floor begins to tilt and 
the walls swing around. and the 
ship sticks its nose straight down 
toward the Solomon Islands and a 
moment later jerks it up toward 
the sun? 

The fluid in the two little cells 
and in the semi-circular 
has a series of typhoons and tidal 
waves all its own.

only hit the correct nerves to the 
brain that help the body to main- 
tain balance but they hit a lot of 
other nerves too. They excite the 
vagus, and since the vagus is an 
important nerve that leads to the 
esophagus, stomach, heart, liver 
and spleen, a lot of damage can be 
done when the equilibrium organs 
run wild. 

Of course these organs, like most 
everything else. can adjust them- 
selves to a peculiar type of motion 
given time. Dr. Louis Fisher of 
New York has advocated a cure 
beforehand by revolving prospect- 
ive voyagers in a Barany chair, 
which reproduces, to some extent, 
the motion of a ship at sea. He 
has found that after a few sessions 
in the chair the patient gains a 
temporary immunity. 

The argument against this ts that 
every ship has its own roll, and 
sailors who have stood the worst 
the sea had to offer while they 
were on a destroyer have become 
“deathly sick” (certainly an inac- 
curate saying. as seasickness, of all 
ills, is not fatal) when crossing on 
an English Channel steamer. 


YESTRAIN is another cause of 

seasickness. First-time voyag- 

ers who are confident they will 
not get seasick if they read con- 
tinuously may find that if they are 
careless about shading their eyes 
from the bright glare of sky and 
water they become afflicted with 
eye muscle fatigve. “ocular verti- 
go,” which brings on dizziness, 
headache and other unpleasant 
symptoms. Those amateur ocean 
lovers who stand at the rail and 
watch the swirling ocean for long 
periods at a time may have the 
same fate. Blind people get sea- 
sick, however, so eyestrain, of

course, is not the sole. or even the 
most important cause of seasick- 
ness. 

Unfortunately—as far as the sea- 
going tourist is concerned—there 
are certain organs in the abdomi- 
hal cavity, especially the stomach 
and intestines, which can more 
about more or less freely in that 
cavity. Naturally, the ship’s mo- 
tion causes them to make wider 
excursions than usual. This af- 
fects the delicate nerve endings in 
these organs. The smocth muscle 
that lines the gastro-intestinal tract 
has a characteristic, rhythmic rate 
of contraction, the rates for the 
cifferent sections varying from 
three to 20 times a minute. When 
the delicate nerve-endings are irri- 
tated as mentioned above they 
seem to give off impulses that set

must be had so that the central 
nervous system will be in good con- 
dition. Open-air exercise is impor- 
tant to prepare for the“fresh and 
stimulating air of the ocean and io 
tone up the reflexes. Horseback 
riding and swimming are especially 
recommended. 

The diet should avoid foods with 


an acid reaction, for that ts one of 
the most common tendencies in 
seasick ness. Tubers, leafy green

vegetables and fruits, especially 
citrus fruits, are best for this. On 
the other hand, the galts of meat, 
cereal and legume foods (peas, 
beans, etc.) have an acid reaction. 
Sugar, pies, cakes, pastries, candies 
and other sweets should be strictly 
avoided, as these remain longest 
in the somach and are apt to cause 
fermentation, with increased acid 
formation. 

Once on board, says Dr. Desnoes, 
the diet should be restricted in 
amount and should be limited to 
the articles that appeal most to the 
appetite, as these keep the “tone” 
of the stomach up best. Little 
fluid should be taken at meals. A 
laxative pill at night or soda phos- 
phate in the morning is usually 
necessary to séctre evacuation 
daily. Most of the time should be 
spent on deck, and the mind should 
be kept actively engaged in some 
diversion, for with many people 
the psychic element is the strong- 
est of all and the most difficult to

Desnoes recommends that the doc- 
tor give the patient scopolamine 
hydrobromide, which is a close 
relative of atropine.

Children’s Throats |

wy LSEASES of the upper breath- 
Di tract—the nose, throat, 
broachiah tubes—are very 


common in chiléren and demand- 


prompt and careful treatment. The 
nose is the true organ of respira- 
tien (breathing), as through it the 
air is warmed, filtered and moist- 
ened before it reaches the throat 
and lungs. 

If the nasal paswages are clogged 
or in any way obstructed, breath- 
ing takes place through the mouth; 
cold, dusty, dry air striking the del- 
ieate membranes of the throat 
gives rise to inflammation and 
sometimes a hacking cough. The 
effect of this on the bronchial 
tubes causes spasmodic contraction 
of these tissues and of the air cells 
in the lungs, so that very little oxy- 
gen is taken into the child's sys- 
tem. I have so often explained 
that oxygen not only means life, it 
means physical and mental devel- 
opment. ‘ 

Mothers often ask why all babies 
have pug noses. It is indeed a very 
important question, which is never 
fully explained unless the doctor 
is also ome who lIoves his fellow 
man, for then he will take time to 
teach and instruct. In the new-
